WASHINGTON, April 25—(4) 
Jobs in America are expected to 
reach the highest tota] in history 
this Summer, outnumbering last 
year’s record 60,000,000. 

Ewan Clague, Commissioner of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
said Sunday employment in March 
was running 1,000,000 higher than 
in March, 1947. 

“If, during the coming Spring, 
the economy merely follows the 
‘normal seasonal pattern of in- 
creases in construction and agri- 


culture and declines in the textiles 


and apparel industries,” Clague 
isaid, “it is obvious that early this 
‘Summer employment will reach a 
new peak exceeding last year’s rec- 
ord of 60,000,000.” 

Clague sqid in his report that 
‘the spending on European recov: 
‘ery and defense measures recently 
adopted or on the way “have so 
far had no direct impact upon the 
demand for labor.” 

He added, however, that antici- 
pation of the effect of these meas- 
/ures on the economy “has tended 
‘to stimulate buying.” 

Clague said there weré about a 
million more veterans in the labor 
force now than a year ago. 

“There are about 800,000 more 
women. More labor is still avail- 
able from these two sources,” he 
said, 

There are more than a million 
‘veterans now in school on a full- 
‘time basis, and a substantial num- 
ber of these ‘will be completing 
their courses this Spring

The report lists a two-year in- 
come of $8,385,509 and disburse- 
ments of $8,195,382 for operation 
of the Union and _ investments. 
Bulk of the income—$6,324,616— 
was realized from dues. Initiation 
fees accounted for $143,208.

Administrator Paul G. Hoffman’s re- 
port that the European Recovery Program 
will not add to inflation in this country is 
gratifying for its sanity. More, it is a direct 
refutation of the theories of those who 
have sought to create an economic emer- 
gency where none in fact existed or geri- 
ously threatened. 


Even Under ERP this nation’s exports 
during the next year will be considerably 
less than in 1947 or 1946. The 5.3 billions 
of dollars which the Marshall Plan grants 
to the 16 European countries and Germany 
during the next 12 months is in reality a 
great deal less than the annual amount of 
relief this country sent overseas in the two 
years following the end of the war. During 
those two years we sent abroad nearly 20 
billions of dollars, more than we propose 
to spend on ERP during its four years of 
existence. 3 


Mr. Hoffman properly was careful to 
stipulate that his prediction had to do only 
with the effect of foreign aid, and did not 
take into consideration the possible 
growth of. domestic inflationary factors 
which might threaten to send prices 
higher. Such domestic threats do exist, 
particularly in. the rearmament program 
Congress is preparing, but they could be 
reduced to impotency if the Government 
would clamp down on easy-money prac- 
tices instead of harping on the need for 


mandatory controls. It long since has be- 


come apparent, however, that the Ad- 
ministration is fearful of using its powers 


Treason Is Still Treason 


We are glad that a great many Negro 
leaders have disclaimed the statement by 
Philip Randolph, head of the Brother- 
hood of Sleeping “Car Porters, that his 


race would resist the draft if segregation 
were not eliminated in the armed serv- 


ices. 


Most probably Randolph was speaking 
chiefly for himself, Walter White and like 
fanatics when he had the effrontery to tell 
a Congressional committee his race would 
commit mass treason rather than allow 


to halt inflatioh. 

An obvious method of dealing with the 
domestic inflation threat is curtailment of 
unnecessary Government expenditures. 
But in this election year both Democrats 
and Republicans appear too timid to take 
the drastic action required. If, as the 
Brookings Institute reported, the outlook 
for financial stability is dim it is because 
“there are insistent pressures for larger 
expenditures for a wide variety of pur- 
poses and against curtailment in other 
cases. Such reductions as are to be made 
tend to be more than offset by the expen- 
ditures elsewhere.” 

It has been apparent for months that 
neither the Democrats nor the Republicans 
are making a sincere effort to check infla- 
tion, but that both are riding it for what- 
ever political gain may accrue. 

It is indeed fortunate that the factors 
which influence the economic situation do 
not all originate in Washington. For de- 
spite a purposeless course by both the 


‘legislative and administrative branches of 


the Government, there are indications 
that the inflation spiral yet may fall of 
its own weight before it gets out of hand. 
Such “hope is contained in the general 
failure of the third-round wage increase 
demand coupled with a reduction in prices 
of many basic commodities. And every 
bit as encouraging is the determination of 
some of the. more responsible labor lead- 
ers to continue on the job even if their 
unions do fail to get requested wage 
boosts.

A Victory Our Stupidity Could Nullify 


Already in Congress a voice or so has 
arisen to protest a statement by the Italian 
victors in the recent election that they will 
take land and divide it up among the small 
farmers and will work out collective farm- 
ing for others. 


We have won—and let there be no 
mistake about viewing the Italian election 
as one between Uncle Sam and Uncle 
Joe—a great victory. 

But we can nullify it if we protest, 
or prevent, some moves in Italy which 
will be Socialistic. A country without any- 
thing must employ some Socialistic meas- 
ures. ’ 

A collective farm, for example, will be 
a great reform in Italy. One of the greatest 
causes of discontent there was the fact 
that before, and during, the Fascist regime, 
the land had been taken away from the 
small farmers of Italy to such an extent 
that 95 percent of them worked as day 
laborers on farms, at the complete mercy 
of the large land owners. They had no 
tenure, no guarantee of work and were 
actually in a condition of serfdom. 

The vote reveals the thinking and de- 
sires of the people. They did not want 
Communism. But they want reform. 


The Christian Democrats won the ma- 
jority. But the other party votes are of 
interest and significance. The formerly 
important parties of Monarchists, Repub- 
licans and Liberals, all showed great de- 
clines. The Monarchist vote was very 
small. The House of Savoy no longer is 
wanted. 

The left-wing Socialist Party collapsed 
entirely, showing an even greater loss of 
strength than the Communists with whom 
this party foolishly had allied itself. 

The most surprising party was rela- 
tively a new one, the Socialist Unity Party. 
It is made up of persons Socialist in idea, 
but democratic and anti-Communist in 
action. It did so well it has an excellent 
chance to assume leadership of Italian 
Socialism. 

Disturbing was the vote for the Fascist 
Italian Social Movement, known as MSI. 
It showed a surprising residue of strength 
for the old Mussolini ideas. 

It,is a great victory for Uncle Sam and 
a severe defeat for Uncle Joe. 

But we can lose it by failure to ad- 
‘minister European Recovery properly— 
and by opposing the real reform which the 
de Gasperi government must make to stay 
in power.

Headed for Budget Troubles Again? 


WASHINGTON—Top-ranking congressional leaders are taking a gloomy outlook over the prospects 
for Government financing in the years that lie immediately ahead. For the current fiscal year, end- 
ing June 30 next, the Federal Treasury is expected to show the greatest surplus the nation has seen in 


some 20 years. We are just getting into the black again 
brought on initially .by the depression of 1929 and later 


But the accumulation of new demands upon 
the Treasury, growing out of postwar conditions 
abroad, plus the reduction in taxes ordered by 
Congress at the present session, is expected to 
throw us back into the red. This may not come 
next year, when we may still squeeze through 
with a balanced budget. But it looms as a defi- 
nite prospect for 1950 and 1951, unless there is a 
drastic change in the program now outlined. 


The gloomy outlook is based primarily on 
the fact that Congress is considering a stepped- 
up defense program that will increase the costs 
of our military preparations to an estimated 
$22,400,000,000 by 1951. That compares with a 
figure of $11,025,000,000 contained in the Presi- 
dent’s current budget. 


Added to the new military costs will be the 
$5,000,000,000 or so Congress is expected to ap- 
propriate annually for the né&xt few years for 
the European Recovery Program. Another item 
figuring in the situation is the $5,000,000,000 tax- 
reduction ordered over the President's veto. 

; On the one hand, we will be spending some 
$16,000,000,000 more than the present $39,700. 
000,000 budget calls for, while, on the other, we 


will be €Gollecting nearly $5,000,000,000 less in 
taxes.

the Senate Finance Committee and one of the 
leading fiscal experts in Congress, thinks we are 
headed for an annual budget of at least $50,000.- 
000,000. Unless taxes are further increased, that 
means, he says, that we are slated for another 
perfod of deficit financing. 


For the businessman who may be disheart- 
ened by the prospect of a further period of Gov- 
ernment deficit financing there is one solace in 
the situation. All of the spending which the 
Government is committed to undertake dur- 
ing the next few years on European recovery 
and defense tends to throw out of the window 
any possibility of a business setback or de- 
pression. It will provide a new prop to eco- 
nomic stability. 


The only danger is in the new stimulus giving 
rise to inflationary forces. It may yet be’ neces- 
sary for Congress to heed ‘the President’s de 
mand for controls. 

In the face of the prospects for a $50 billion 
Federal budget, the tax relief granted by Con.- 
gress at the present session may be _ short- 
lived. Come next year, when the national elec- 
tions are behind us, and Congress may be con- 
fronted with the necessity of restoring the taxes 
that were reduced. It might be the only way to 
preserve a balanced budget.

Jewish Army 
Of Many Nations 


As every sports writer knows, there are fiends 
in human form who clip out the blithe Spring 
predictions of a baseball writer, and then mail 

them in in the melancholy days of Autumn when the predictions 
have turned sour as a barrel of kraut. I have met quite a few of 
them’in my time. And they are not confined to baseball. 

There is just one of my ventures out on the prediction limb of 
which I feel a little proud. When I saw Hitler and his arrogant 
troopers take over Austria in 1938 I wrote that it probably meant 
war and would mean war for sure if it moved on to Czechoslovakia. 
I never had any trust in Neville Chamberlain after I had watched 
him at work and heard him debate Winston Churchill in the House 
of Commons on the Spanish issue. I never believed his “peace in 


our time.” 
Another Well, anyhow, somewhat timorously, I am going to 
drag out another one. In 1946 I went to Palestine. 
I went in a somewhat doubtful frame of mind. But, once there, I 
saw what the Zionists had done. | lived on some of the farms. I 
watched them at work on farms. I saw what they had done. I saw 
the cities built and I came away impressed with the drama and 
the sincerity of it. And also the humanity of it. I came back pro- 
Zionist. I was not for the extreme Zionist wing and I was disturbed 
by the fanaticism of the extremists. | still am. 

But, I wrote from Palestine that, despite the fact of an Arab 
population twice that of the Jews there from many nations, if 
it came down to a fight the Jews would run the Arabs into the sea 
unless the Arab Legion were pulled in from Transjordan and unless 


Egypt sent armed help. 

Deeds As I write the Jews of many nationalities, forged into 
one army of resistance, are on the way to doing just 

that, despite the fact they have had to overcome resistance from 

troops sent in by Syria and Lebanon and a few from Transjordan 

and Egypt. 

The Palestinian Arabs Fad an army, trained by the Egyptians. 
But it has no heart in the fight, beyond the religious fanaticism, 
which I do not for a moment discount. This army has been de- 
feated. 

One of the great factors of the Jewish settlement of Palestine 
has been the almost unbelievable manner in which Jews from many 
nations have been made into one people. It was not unusual. Com- 
mon cause makes for common effort. But, nowhere have I ever 
seen, or felt, such vital determination to create there a homeland 
for those who wanted it. 


It seemed to me then, as now, that civilization 
Cross Roads stood at the cross roads. If we were to support a 
feudal, middlé-age Arab system against an industrial, progressive 
one, the world would be the loser. There was, of course, argument 
against it. It seemed foolhardy, on the face of it, to try to create 
a homeland in a tiny spot which for centuries has been an almest 
constant cockpit of war. It is further complicated by the fact that it 
is in the center of the power struggle for oil. | was aware, too, and 
said so at the time, that the nations of the world could not escape 
their responsibility to take a share of the homeless persons of 
Europe. 

But, I was thrilled to the depths by the drama of the Jewish 
effort in Palestine. They will win yet, if the long-established Arab 
Legion, British-trained and officered, but now the army of the 
Transjordan, isn’t hurled in against them. And I think they would 


give even it a tough battle. 
Haifa These Jews, from many nations, who have joined there 
to try and create a homeland, have driven the Arabs from 
Haifa. That city, one of the prettiest I ever saw, is a city of 125,000 
persons. Arabs have fled from it to near-by Acre, which 
Napoleon sought to capture when he marched from Egypt to the 
Palestinian coast and up it to Syria. Before him the Crusaders had 
captured it in 1104 and again in 1112. They occupied it many years 
and it was the last Crusader stronghold to be surrendered. 

So, now, Palestine is in military crisis, If outside aid does not 
come to the Arabs, who already outnumber their opponents two to 
one, they will be driven from the land, It seems to me every per- 
son who likes high courage and fighting against odds, must like and 
understand this fight in Palestine.

- Life, Love in Georgia in the Days of ‘61 © 


Stirring accounts of Georgia life during the early years of the War Between the States are given 
by two young ladies in their diaries preserved in transcription at the Georgia Archives at Rhodes 


Memorial Hall on Peachtree Street. 


Lou Burge, author of one of these diaries, was the stepdaughter of Mrs. Thomas Burge (of Burge 
Plantation near Covington) whose own war journal was published by the Ceptury Company in 


1918. Lou was a senior at Wesleyan Female 
College at the outbreak of hostilities and paints 
a graphic picture of college life against a back- 
ground of war, with boy friends of the students 
daily being fitted into uniforms and leaving for 
the battle front. ’ 

Julia Ann Stanford, the writer of the other 
diary, was a teacher at Monroe Female Univer- 
sity—the psesent Bessie Tift College—and re- 
mained at her post, living on the campus in what 
is now called Chambless Hall, until her marriage 
to D. P. Young (the “Cousin Pierce” of the diary) 
at the old Kimball House in Atlanta in April, 
1862. 


In reading the diaries, the inevitable com- 
parison of these two girls with Scarlett and 
Melanie comes to mind. Lou, in her fiery 
independence, contempt of the enemy, and 
somewhat scornful attitude towards boys and 
love, is the perfect prototype of Scarlett. 
Julia Ann, with a gentle style of expression, 
full of good works and religious fervor, is the 
physical embodiment of Melanie. 


Miss Burge’s entry of Jan. 19, 1861, is headed, 
“Still in College,” and reads as follows: 

“At 2 o’clock, the bells downtown were rung, 
cannon fired, and the people shouted. For at 2 
o'clock, the Empire State of the South passed the 
Ordinance of Secession and declared herself free 
and. independent by severing all ties that bound 
her formally to the Union.” 

Jan. 21—‘“‘Macon is illuminated in honor of the 
secession of Georgia. Every city street is illum- 
inated. College looks beautiful. We had fine 
fun fixing up our room—then, S. Gilmer, Hun 
Redding. G. Dozier, W. Bonnell, Em Bellamy, 
Gin Turnbull, Bid Redding and myself fixed up 
the Philomatheon Hall. We had two flags, bear- 
ing Georgia and Florida upon them, floating from 
the windows. The torchlight procession came by 
the College. The boys hollered for the Wesleyan 
Female College girls; ’twis an exciting time. All 
the companies were out; also the Minute Men.” 

Feb.—“Alexander Stephens, of Georgia, has 


been chosen Vice President, and Jefferson Davis, 
of Mississippi, President of the Provisional Gov- 
ernment of the Southern Confederacy.” 


March—“Companies are being formed all 
over the country—to be ready in an emer- 
gency. Lincoln takes his seat as President 
of the United States. His message the poorest 
thing I ever read. Who could expect more 
of one who spent his life in the West, first 
as a rail-splitter and then as a boatman on 
the Ohio? We are still in hopes that there 
will not be a war.” 


April—“The Stars and Bars now float over 
Sumpter. All honor to our brave Gen, Beaure- 
gard!” | 

April 20—“Lucia, E. Smith and I went to ride 
in Mr. Gunn’s carriage; @fove all. over Macon, 
returning through Vineville. Downtown every- 
thing is bustle and preparation. The Macon Vol- 
unteers and the Floyd Riflemer. leave tonight for 
Virginia. As we were returning to College, saw 
John H. Boss lying full length on the grass in 
front of Mrs. Franklin’s, talking to a crowd of 
girls, all sitting or lying on the grass. A nice 
position for a young man to be in the presence of 
young ladies! Hearing the carriage, he lazily 
turned over to see who it was and then as delib- 
erately and lazily rolled back. 

“Mrs. Rosse is here to see Matt. Matt deliv- 
ered a message—from this same John Hix Boss. 
He sent me word to be sure to go to church to- 
morrow as he is fast losing his religion. Em Bel- 
lamy spent nearly the whole evening in my room 
erying about the war and John Hi: Boss, who 
leaves tonight. She and Fannie Perkins went 
down to Mr. Saulsbury’s to ted him good-bye. 

_ Between her and Cousin Emma Ward crying 
about Ed Guinn, I have had a time of it. 


“The girls are almost all crying. Guinn 
Gothin’s feelings have overcome her; she has 
gone to bed, sick with crying about Bush 
Lumsden who doesn’t care a snap for her. 
Ridiculous! I can hear Susie Clayton scream- 
ing down in her room. I am glad that I am 
not in love if that is the way I would have 
to do if my sweetheart should leave for the 
war.” 


Miss Burge was forced to leave school early 
in May on account of il] health and never re- 
turned, but her journal was continued at home 
until she became too ill to write. She died in 
1863 at the age of 19. 

On July 21, 1861, she writes: “On this day— 


the holy Sabbath—was fought the greatest battle 
ever fought on the American continent.” 

She is referring to the Battle of Manasas and 
goes into detailed description of the fighting, 
ending with the comment that “the Georgians 
covered themselves with glory—the 7th and 8th 
were in the fight. Gen. Beauregard compli- 
mented them in high terms.” ’ 

Miss Burge carried on a-spirited correspond- 
ence with her Yankee cousin, Nina Lunt, of 
Chicago Nina wrote to Lou: “The whole North 
is in a blaze of excitement! The rash and mis- 
guided South! Terrible will pe their destruction 
and they shall be utterly exterminated or submit. 
We look for a short war, for what can a people 
like the South, used to indolence and luxurious 
habits, do against the all-powerful North?” 

Lou comments as follows: “True we are a 
people compared with them numerically weak, 
but strong in the justness of our cause—powerful 
in our unity and unconquerable as long as we 
remain fixed in our avowed determination. We 
may be.annihilated, but conquered never!” 

March 1, 1862—‘‘The steamer ‘Nashville’ ran 
in at Beaufort, N. C., with a cargo valued at 
$300,000. She was fired at by the blockades but 
they did not hurt her. How I would have liked 
to see her—the Confederate Bars and Stars 
proudly floating out—sail defiantly up under the 
guns of the Ft Macon mid cheers of the crowd, 
while the blockader, chagrined and disappointed, 
dared not venture near. The ‘Nashville’ burned 
the ‘Honey Birch’ on her outward voyage and 
sank a steamer when coming in. The ‘Sumpter’ 
has so far burned twenty-one Yankee vessels. 
How they would like to get hold of her and her 
gallant, bold, and brave Captain Semmes!” 

March 4—‘“‘Governor Brown ordered a general 
muster today for the purpose of raising 1,200 
volunteers. No fear but what the Empire State 
will do her duty.” (Last entry.) 


THE TONE of Julia Ann Stanford’s diary is 
rather different. She was more mature than Lou, 
had the responsibilities of a teacher and carried 
in her heart constant anxiety for her sweetheart 
who was in the Quitman Guards. Besides her 
school duties, Julia Ann did her share of knitting 
and sewing, and attended frequent church serv- 
ices and prayer meetings for the soldiers. 

One of her early entries records: ‘While in 
Macon, I obtained a new “idea—viz.: to cover the 
canteens with woolen cloth to prevent the rapid 
conduction of heat—keeps the water much 
cooler.” ) 

“Read my Bible and found that David gives 
thanks for skill in war. Then why not we?” 


Interspersed With news from the battle- 
front are accounts of the daily life of the 
times and friendly gossip of her Forsyth 
acquaintances. A favorite phrase is “wrought 
diligently today.” Again, we read, “Remade 
three pairs of hose and lengthened one skirt. 
Must economize in bleached clothes.” She 
regrets “no calico in Griffin or Barnesville 
fit for my dress.” Later she sends to Macon 
for the calico, a pair of shoes and a broom. 


“Dreamed of being sent for to Virginia.” 
(Pierce Young, her fiance, was in action in Vir- 
ginia.) 

Failing to hear from Pierce for several weeks, 
she “cannot help having some fears.” Then the 
last of July is the entry of a single sentence: 
“Cousin Pierce is sick and a prisoner.” 

Next she hears that he is dead and her anxiety 
for him is on every page until the reader re- 
joices with her when in Qctober she writes, “Re- 
ceived a letter from Pierce! Truly the dead is 
alive and the lost is found!” Later he is paroled 
and comes to Forsyth to see her. 


October 28—‘“The hardest kind of times. 
Bread and water for breakfast, dinner and 
supper by no means a luxury.” 

Nov. 5—“News has been received of the 
enemy’s fleet being at Savannah. War—War 
—How awful! So many thousands must die! 
So ‘many graves to be filled! And all to 
gratify the depraved ambition of a despot!” 


Nov. 7—“The women and children of Savan- 
nah are fleeing from the wrath to come and 
sending their silver and china off. Lincoln’s 
mighty fleet of steel-clad vessels has offered 
battle.” 

Julia Ann and “Cousin Pierce’ were married 
in April, 1862, and after that the entries are brief 
and at long intervals, stopping altogether in No- 
vember, 1862, with “Have been keeping house 
one month this day.” 

Which is the right ending for any love story.

Mr. Clark Might Entorée the Law 


A witness testified in recent proceedings of the Sruman Administration against a certain unioneer 
held for deportation as an alien Communist that he had acted as a spy against traitorous agents of 
the Muscovite enemy. He then was asked whether he knew it was a violation of the Wagner Act 


to pry into the secret and, more often than not, nefarious business of unions. 


His answer is beside 


the point of this essay, which is thui, licit or illicit, such espionage is a public service whatever any 


law may say. Such conduct often is—and in this case jt was—laudable on patriotic grounds. 


Any 


law against it is against the public interest, and contemptible. 


Here we have a peculiar group of secret so- 
cieties, all of them private organizations ac- 
knowledging no public responsibility. They 
claim the protection of the National Government 
for their confidential affairs, even though they 
be criminal affairs or conspiracies against the 
primary purpose of our Constitution. They are 
not public bodies and very often membership is 
compulsory rather than voluntary and selective. 
But, by sheer effrontery and for corrupt political 
purposes, the Roosevelt regime undertook to bar 
the doors of their meetings against all intruders, 
and guard their keyholes and transoms. The in- 
nocent business of a high school fraternity or a 
sisterhood of suburban wives with a common in- 
terest enjoys no such protection, nor the harm- 
less hocus-pocus of Eagles, Owls, or Elks. It has 
long been common practice among the Bolsheviki 
to plant minority stockholders in law-abiding, 
tax-paying ‘American corporations to attend their 
meetings and disturb the business although this 
is not necessary in order to penetrate their in- 
timacy because they are all required to publish 
their minutes. 


The purpose of this special protection for 
unions was to strengthen the hand of the 
criminal and traitor:for evil services to be 

. rendered to Roosevelt’s party through pro- 
fessional rioters and subtler terrorists, graft- 
ers and nondescript rogues. he pretext 
was that the unions were weak—and vir- 
tuous—whereas the employers were mighty 
predatory corporations which would plant 
sneaks in their innocent councils to betray 
their intentions, their financial figures and 
their confidential disputes. Actually, in most 
cases, the union was the ruthless giant and 
the employer a worried and financially weak 
victim. His workers hated and feared the 
union but were compelled to join, or he was 
forced to fire them and hire new people from 
the union hall. 


_ I would recommend that the present aggres- 
sion of the Truman Government against Commu:- 
nists in the unions be viewed with suspicion. 
President Truman and Tom Clark, his Attorney 
General, knew all about the Communist strength 
and influence in the unions long before this 
election year. Their onslaught against the dirty 
bolos and, I may say also, the sudden anti- 
Bolshevik alarm of the mercenary radio disciples 
of the late Roosevelt are reminiscent of Roose- 
velt's own stratagem in the election year of 
1940 when he sent Ear] Browder to prison and 
ordered his wife deported. But in 1942, when 


we had joined Russia in her brave struggle 
against the vile aggressor, Roosevelt welcomed 


Communists back to the Government, particular- 


ly to the State Department. He gave many 
@raiterous slackers safe conduct through the war 
as officers of the Donovan Service, the OWI and 
the Army and Navy publications while loyal 
Americans fought and died in battle. 


Browder was released from prison after a 
short trick, done de luxe in Atlanta. His Mus- 
covite wife Was led up to Canada by the hand, 
turned around and brought bagk as a quota im- 
migrant, eligible for citizenship and forever safe 
from deportation, all under the personal direction 
of Eleanor the Great. 


Truman is not above any perfidy of Roose- 
velt’s, and his current demonstration against 
Communists must be regarded as a clumsy ruse 
to get elected, or, at any rate, nominated. 


It will be plain that the real reason for the 
brawling opposition of the union gangsters to 
the Taft-Hartley law is not that it clamps any 
chains on the wrists of the toiler, but, on the 
contrary, that it strikes off the shackles put there 
by Wagner. The members still are forbidden to 
speak out against their rulers even though the 
Taft-Hartley law would appear to release them 
from the bondage of fear. If you were a 
waitress with a child parked in a nursery by 
day, would you take a chance on your freedom 
of speech and express your grievances to a re- 
porter except under a solemn promise of secrecy 
and protection? 


Notwithstanding the Bill of’ Rights, there 
stands section 3 of Article X4 of the by-laws of 
a typical union of the American Federation of 
Labor: “Any member convicted of divulging any 
secrets or business of this local to outsiders shall 
be fined, suspended or expelled at the discretion 
of this union,” 


It was due to the primary courage and confi- 
dence of American workers in violating union 
secrecy that Joe Fay, Bioff, Browne, Scalise, and, 
by actual count, more than a hundred other 
brutal rascals of Roosevelt’s: party of humanity 
finally were sent to prison despite the opposition 
of the faltering Department of Justice. The 
Roosevelt regime was the accomplice,of these 
vermin so the only safe method of protest was 
through the press. 

If the law does forbid spying on unions, Mr. 
Clark should enforce it. As a starter he might 
tackle a flagrant and notorious violator, meaning 
me.
